In this ſtate did Chriſtianity find the World at its firſt 
publication armed with Penal, and Sanguinary Laws 
againſt Innovations in Religion; and the Emperour, and 
Imperial Powers more eſpecially jealous of Fewi/h Pro- 
phets and Teachers, becauſe Fadas of Galilee, Thendas, 
Barohosbas, and other falſe Meſſiaſes had frequently drawn 
the Fews into tumultsſeditions and rebellions; which was 
the reaſon, that the Romans always kept a ſtrong guard 
in the Temple, and that the chief Captain asked St. Pau, 
if he were that Egyptian, meaning Theudas ; who for- 
merly made an Uproar, and led out into the Wilderneſs 
4000 men, that were Murtherers.

I ſhall begin with the precepts of Obedience and Sub- 
miſſion, which are ſuch, as theſe: X 

* Let every ſoul be ſubjeft unto the higher powers, for 
there is no power, but of God; the powers that be are or- 
aained of God : Whoſoever therefore refiſteth the powers, 
reſiſteth the ordinance of God, and they that reſiſt, ſhall re- 
ceive to themſelves damnation. Therefore ye muſt needs 
be /ubjett not only for wrath, but conſcience ſake. Submit 
your ſelves to every ordinance of man ( * ſaith St. Peter ) 
for the Lord's ſake; whether it be to the King, as ſupreme, 
or unto Governors, as thoſe, that are ſent by him, for ſo 
#5 the will of God. And St. Paul in his Ep. to + Tiras, 
hath made it the duty of Miniſters to remember the peo- 
ple of this, and fo put them in mind to be ſubjett toprincipa- 
lities, and powers, amd to obey magiſtrates. 

From whence I proceed to the doctrines of Peace, and 
Quietneſs, which are ſuch as theſe : Study to be quiet, 
and to doe your own buſineſs; be humble, and gentle, and 
as much as lieth in you, live peaceably with all men: put 
away ſtrife, and clamour, and evil ſpeaking, and follow 
after the things which make for peace. 

| The doctrineof Meekneſs and Humility, is compre- 
hendedin ſuch precepts as theſe : Learn of me (faith our 
Saviour) for 7 am meek, and lowly : The fruits of the Spi- 
rit are Meekneſs, Peace and Gentleneſs. And faith the 
Apoſtle to the Coloſſians, put on as the Elect of God hum- 
bleneſs of mind, meekneſs, and long-ſuffering. 

It was impoſſible for Cz/ar to ſuffer by a Religion, 
which obliged its profeſſors under the pain of damna- 
tion to be ſo obedient, peaceable and humble , as theſe 
precepts oblige all Chriſtians to be; and more impoſli- 
ble yet, if we conſider the doctrines of Patience, and 


Suftering; which are as plainly, and copiouſly laid down 
in 


the Lord Mayor, Jan. 30. 168;. 
inthe Goſpel, as any other dodrines, that are taught in 
the School of Chri/e. | 


This is thank-worthy, (ſaith St. *.Peter) if a man for +, pp.2.19, 
conſcience-ſake towards God endure grief, ſuffering 'wrong- &c. 


fully , for what glory is it, if when you are buffejted for 
your faults, you taks it patiently? but if when. you doe 
well, you ſhall take it patiently, and fuffer for it, this 
i acceptable to God. For even hereunto were- ye called, 
becauſe Chriſt alſo ſuffered for us, leaving us an exam- 
ple, that we ſhould follow his ſteps: Who when he was 
reviled, reviled not again; when he ſuffered, threatnednot; 
but was led like a lamb to the ſlaughter, and, like a ſheep, 
that is dumb before his ſhearers, he opened not his mouth. 
And rejoice ( ſaith he) in as much, as you are par- 
takers of Chriſt's ſufferings : For if you are reproached 
for the name of Chriſt, happy are ye; and if any man 
ſuffer as a Chriſtian, let him glorifie God on that behalf. 


According to which (faith the Apoſtle to the Zebrews in 


a time of perſecution) Let us look unto Feſus the author, 
and finiſher of our faith, let us conſider him , who en- 
dured ſuch contradiction of ſinners, left we be wearied, 
_ and faint in our minds, and conſider alſo, that you have 
not yet refiſted unto bloud.- 

The Goſpel is a ſuffering Religion, and promiſeth ſpe- 
cial rewards to thoſe, who will leave houſes, and lands, 
and wives, and children, and lay down their lives for 
Chriſt's ſake. It teacheth us, that Chriſt the captain of 
our Salvation, was made perfect through ſufferings ; that 
we are baptized into his death, and that as many of us 
as ſhall be partakers of his ſufferings , ſhall alſo be 
partakers of his glory ; who when he had endured the 
Croſs and deſpiſed the ſhame thereof, was ſet down at 
the right hand of the Majeſty on high. Therefore (faith 
St. Paul) T endure all things, that 1 may obtain the Sal- 
vation, which is in Jeſus Chriſt ; for if we ſuffer with him, 
we ſhall reign with him.

told the Emperor, he paid tribute unto Ceſar, as well as 
other Fews of the Province; and rather, than reſiſt the 
lawfull autority, which ſent to apprehend him, he let 
himſelf be led as a lamb to the ſlaughter, ſaying unto 
Peter, who drew. his ſword: Put up thy ſword. into his 
face, for all they that take the ſword, ſhall periſh by the 
pe | ſword; 


to:Ceſar's autority, that it makes him the Miniſter of 
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2? fword; and thinkeſt thou if T would reſiſt, that I cannot 
- pray to my Father, and he would preſently give me more; 
than twelve legions of Angels. And when he was arraigned 
of high treaſon before Pi/ate for calling himſelf a King, 
he made his defence in theſe words: * My Kkingdome is * 76.18.38, 
zot of this world, for if m kingdome were of this world, 
then would my ſervants fight, that I ſhould not be delz- 
wvered to the Fews, [ but Town my ſelf to be Cafar s ſubjett] 
and my kingdome is not from hence. 

Thus he ſet the example, and the Apoſtles the next 
Promulgers of the Goſpel, followed his ſteps : For the 
firſt time they were beaten by the Sanhedrix for preach- 
ing Feſus, and the ReſurreCtion, they * rejoiced that they * Ads 5. 41. 
were counted worthy to ſuffer for his holy Name. Saint 
Paul in particular ſpeaking of his ſtripes avove meaſure; 
of his frequent impriſonments, and of his being ſo often 
near death, 7 glory (faith he) 2 theſe things, which con- 
cern mine infirmittes as he calls his ſufferings, and perſe- 
cutions) and exhorts the whole Church of Corinth to 
endure ſufferings after the nos of 'the Apoſtles, who, 
as he tells them, were preſſed above meaſure, and above 
ſtrength ; and who deſpaired of life, having the ſentence 4 
of death continaally in themſelves. | E: 

Yet in all this they finned not, nor never ſo much, as 
thought of reſiſting the powers, but ſtill ſuffered accor- 
ding to the will of God, committing their ſouls unto him, 
as unto a faithfull Creator. And therefore when 7Tertullus 
in the name of the Sanhedris, accuſed Paul! for a mo- 
ver of Sedition before Fzlix, he denied the charge, ſay- 
ing , They neither found me in the Temple diſputing with 
any man, nor raifing up the people; neither in the Syna- 

 gogues, mor in the City; neither can they prove theſe things 
whereof they now accuſe me. 

Nay, ſo eminent was the patience and paſſive obedi- 
ence of the primitive Chriſtians, that St. Pau! applies 
this Text unto them out of the P/almi/t : For thy ſake

The command being given, they 
withdrew a little off to a Village called Agaunurn, 
whither the Emperour ſent after them to come and 
Sacrifice with the reſt. They excuſed themſelves 
with all ſubmiſſion ; but the cruel Emperor upon their 
refuſal, commanded a Decimation, which. was imme- 
diately executed without the leaſt ſhow of oppoſition 
or reſiſtance; Mauritius their Commander, from whom 
Agaunum hath long been called. St, Maurice, ſpeaking

* our bodies, but our Souls now look up unto the - 
* Founder of our Religion, Chri/e. 
After that, Exuperius the Standard-bearer, ſpoke

It was for'our iniquities, that We, our King, and 
our Prieſts were delivered to the Sword, to Captivity, 
and to a ſpoil, and to confuſion of face on this day.
